The  color  of  the  flower 
is  a striking  shade  of  bright  carmine  pink,  completely  covering  the  plant  so  as  to  entirely  hide  the  light  green  foliage.  It  is  an  evergreen  sort. 

Azalea  Amoena,  from 
which  Azalea  Hinodigiri  is  a 
sport,  has  an  entirely  differ- 
ent color,  blooming  however, 
at  the  same  time  and  was 
sold  almost  entirely  before 
Azalea  Hinodigiri  became  so 
popular.

Both  kinds  stand  trans- 
planting well  as  they  lift 
with  a large  ball  of  earth 
filled  wnth  fibrous  roots  and 
Can  be  safely  shipped  long 
distances.

Large  Japan  Maples 

Acer  polymorphum  atropurpureum

the  season  and  is  particularly  fine  when  its  foliage  is  fully  expanded 
in  early  spring.  We  have  trees  running  from  6 to  10  ft. 


A photo  of  one  of  our  several  Evergreen  fields,  consisting  of  Austrian,  Scotch  and  White  Pine,  running  from  4 to  20  ft.  in  height.  Many  of  these  Pines  are 
as  broad  as  they  are  high,  perfect  specimens.  The  photo  shows  principally  White  Pines.  These  trees  can  be  dug  with  large  balls. 


We  have  some  very  large  specimen  Austrian  Pines,  so  compact  and  thick  in  growth  that  you  cannot  see  through  them,  something  that  is 

seldom  found  anywhere;  also  White  of  the  same  quality  and  size. 


The  above  cut  shows  some  of  our  Kojter  Blue  Spruce;  can  furnish  trees  10  to  18  ft.  high 


Standard  or  Tree  Dogwood 

This  is  a beautiful  tree  for  avenues  or  walks;  the  tops  can  be 
trimmed  into  a ball  shape.  These  Standard  Dogwoods  have  very 
nice  stems  about  4 to  5 ft.  high  and  some  of  them  have  much  larger 
stems  and  are  higher.  We  have  specimens  9 to  10  ft.  high,  23^-3  in. 
diameter  of  stem.
